was always possessed of unusual 
strength and agility, jumped to one 

side, so that the beast missed his 

spring. Striking the ground be- 
yond the man, the tiger instantly 
turned and Bpraug again al his 

throat. The Indian's machete was 

in his hand and he dealt the tiger a 
blow on the head that seemed to 
confuse the animal, for he Seized 
him with his teeth by the shoulder 
instead of the throat.. One Stroke

The tiger dropped to the ground,

Sloop- 
ping, the Indian plunged his ma- 
chete in the tiger's belly ami with a

quently coming plainly into view, 
and it was only by building several 
large tires before the hut, with a, 
guard of men remaining awake to 
replenish (hem. that the tiger was 
kept away. 

In t he morning none of t he men 
dared leave the Camp. At about "2 
o'clock the foreman, who had gone 
away the day before, taking with 
him the only gun in the outfit, re- 
turned to Hie camp. He vvundored 
as he came near it thai none of the 

men were at work, and hastened 
his steps t<> find out what t he 

trouble was. .lust before coining 

to* the clearing he ohanoed to raise 

his eyes, and there, on the low limb 

of a tree overhanging the path, he 

saw a panther tiger lying crouched, 
watching the camp so intently thai 
it seemed not to notice him. The 
chance for a disabling shot was per- 
fect, and at twenty paces away the 
foreman sent in tin ounce bullet 
from one barrel and a oharge of 
buckshot from the other, aiming 
V left shoul- 
der. The tiger came to the ground 
with a broken shoulder and a bullet 
in his body that must have reached 
the heart, but with these setbacks 
he was so lively that he kepi the 
foreman dodging about, behind 
trees, while Ihe men at the camp 
stayed away at •'! safe distance for 
several minutes before he dropped 
and died. I saw the tiger's skin a 
year alter this occurrence, and 
heard the story I have just related 
from tlui foreman. The skin had 
probably stretched some in the pro- 
cess of dressing it. At this time it 
measures nine feet and two inches 
from lip to tip. This

having fixed his eye upon the man 
w ho had -one to explore the timbei , 
had followed him for at least six 
hours in daylight, leaving unmolest- 
ed the scattered patty of rubber 
gatherers, whom he must have 
turned aside to avoid, and the boy 
and the herd of goats that offered 
him an easy and immediate 
vie!iin. Never relinquishing his 
pursuit, he had waited near the 
camp Until all was still and dark, 
and then from among fifteen men 
had searched out and seized him,

In 

the rough, rocky country in which 

he makes his home, he will t ravel 

a«ay at a speed which leaves the 

hunters hopelessly behind, and it is 

rarely that the dog8 Cat! come Up 

with him. If they doit means some 

.died vvil It the panther usually 

gone before t he hunters cm arrive on 
cene. Sometimes the ranch- 
men trap or poison the panther- 
tiger to stop his r.i tnong their 
stock, a thing despite his cunning 
not s<> difficult to do, owing to his 
r.i v ciiousness. 

An Englishman named Turnbnll, 

who had a ranch east of Morida, 
hrotheied by a panther 

which killed his stock, thought thai 
he would hunt him aftei the method 
often employed in India with Hirers 
and leopards. Taking with him 
two of his herders and a goat, he 

went al nightfall to a woodland 
which the creature was accustomed 
to Visit. There he lied the goat t<> 
a stake and took his position be- 
hind a blind, BO yards away, to

for the moment from the tiger's 
teeth and claws, and his shouts 

brought the two ranchmen to the 
rescue They attcked the tiger 
pluokily with their maohetes. The 

beast was loath 'o give up his prey 
lie drove the ranchmen back 

twice, returning to the Englishman 
each time and standing guard above 

him, with his forepaws on his body 

At last one of the ranchmen 
threw a lasso over the tiger's neck 
and jerked it tight. The animal 
charged him at once, but the men 

got a turn of the rope around a 

small tree, and both pulling harp 
together, drew the tiger's head close 
to the trunk. Then, as the tiger 
snapped at the rope with his teeth, 
one of Hie ranchmen severed his 

spine with his machete. The Eng- 
lishman vvas badly shaken up by 
the unexpected outcome of his 

hunting scheme; but was not much 
Injured otherwise, lie finished 

the beast, which now, of course, 
was helpless, with a shot in the 
head, and he always claimed the 
glory of killing him. Hut it was 
never heard thai he tried East 

Indian hunting methods again with 

Venezuelan pa other- tigers. 

"Several times panther-tigers 
have killed stock at camps where 1 
vvas stay ing. and once a herdsman 
in my party was killed by one of 
these beasts within a hundred yards 
of the c imp tire. His body we 

found, partly eaten, a quarter of a 

mile from the place where he was 
struck down. Only once I had a 
brush with one of these animals. 
The encounter was a startling one, 
and for some minutes things looked 

squally for me and native guide. 

But we escaped unhurt, and. as the 
affair turned out, t tie joke was on 
ihe tiger. It came about in this 
way. Antonio and I, in traveling 

on a by-trail out of Ihe mountains, 
had slopped for Ihe night in a de- 
serted hut built against the hillside. 
The hut was a huge one plastered 
with mud, and it had one door, with 

■an unglazed window, about a foot 
ami a half square, set very hioh in 

the wall. I had killed a deer that 
flay, and when wo went to sleep mi 
the Moor a quartei of venison was 
hanging on a hook on the side of 
the wall opposite the window li 
was this that aHracted the tiger. 
The first that we knew of his 

presence he came through the 

window like a shot from a gun^ 
passing directly over me and land 
ing under the venison on the other 
side of the room. I hoard him 
strike on the floor, and instantly 

rear and tear down ihe meat from 
the hook. Not knowing for Ihe 
moment what had broke lose, I 
wrapped my blankets round me for 

protection, grabbed up my rifie. and 

sidled along, keeping (dose Io the 
wall to where Antonio hail made 
his bed. It was piiohy dark, but 

I could toll that he vvas standing 

in Ihe corner with his maohetlo in 
his right hand, and his blanket 
unwrapped round his left arm to 
serve as a shield. He vvas standing 
steady, but his eyes were fairly 

ablaze with excitement. 

" What is it, Antonio V" I asked. 
\ tiger ■ 

" Fee, senor. He has come for 
Ihe venison and cannot get out. 

No, do not fire senor, for we are dead 
men if you fail to kill him. (iive 
lumber (match), pray you 
" We could hear the tiger Hying to 
leap Up to Ihe window, with the 
quarter of venrdon held in his teeth. 
and falling back to the floor. 
Whenever he turned his head to- 
ward US his eyes were like balls of 
red tire, bnt he did nut offer lo 
tOUCh us, his whole aim seeming to 
i out at the window w ith his 
plunder. I found a match and 
gave it to Antonio He picked up 
a handful of the dried grass that 
his blanket had been spread on.

ly meant to stay by. 

" ' l 'onto senor," sai< I Antonio, and 
we edged along the wall toward the 
door. The liger turned so as con

and growled, but , afraid of I he tire, 
did not approach US. ' Now . 

quickly, senor,' Antonio said as 
ime to the door. ' Open it 
just wide enough that yon may slip 
out and 1 will follow.' 



" I opened Ihe door a few incite-'. 

and squeezed through sidewise with 
Antonio crowding behind me. He 

dropped his torch within as he 
slammed the door to and latched 
it. 

" ' Now we can breathe easy, 
senor, ' he said ' We have el tigre 

captured.' 

"We could hear the tiger within 
the hut leaping up at the window, 
and sometimes scratching at the 
door. Evidently his whole aim was 
to get out, but it seemed Impossible 

that he could escape through Ihe 
window, the opening being sn small 
and the mud walls within offording 
no hold for his (laws. That he had 
been able to get Into the hut 

through so small an openiiigseenied 
wonderful, but for that he had the 
advantage of the hillside from 
which he could spring at the level 
almost of the window. As we wait- 
ed for daylight, when I intended to 
shoot him, 1 heard Ihe tiger spring 
once more, and this lime his fore- 
pa WS and head appeared at the 
window while he Struggled to draw 
his body up through the opening, 

With my rifle muzzle not three 
feet from his ear 1 shot him in the 
head, and the tiger Blackening his 
hold, slipped back into the hut be- 
fore 1 could pull back the lever and 

lire again. We found him dead on 
the Boor under Ihe window at day- 
light, and after all that had hap- 
pened we had venison steaks for 

breakfast." Nt w Fork Sun.

We, 
however, still recognize them its 
associates of sterling worth, xviso 
in Counsel and interested advisers 
and workers. The Home family 
Includes to-day twenty-six. thirteen 
women and thirteen men, three of 
whom have been received this sum- 
mer. Frequent applications have 

been made tO admit others; it was 
Saddening to refuse, and the Hoard 
has, as heretofore, regretted not 
having the means to assume the 

maintenance of a larger family. 

We believe that the marvelous free- 
dom from any serious illness among 
the inmates has been due. under 

Providence, to the Matron, Mrs. 

Edith Davis, who combined with 

other good qualities an intelligent 

knowledge of nursing and Watchful 
care. 

During the year daily morning 
and evening prayer has been offered 
in the Home chapel by one of the 
inmates, the Holy Communion has 
been celebrated monthly, and fre- 
quent services conducted by Hey. 
Drs. Gallaudet and Chamberlain, 
Turner, Mann. Lewis, and 
Mr. Isaac Gardner. The matron 
reports t he number Of visitors dur- 
Ing the yeai The house is 

always open and we hope the pub- 
lie will avail itself of every Oppor- 
tunity to visit the family and note 

what is being done in the way of 

cheer and comfort. 

The important aid which has re- 
plenished our treasury and Store- 
room for many years on Thank- 
ing and Easter has become an 

established and beautiful custom of 
benevolent people in Poughkeepsie, 
Hyde Park and Wappingers Palls, 
acknowledging their own blee 
by remembering with a liberal hand 
this Home for aged and Infirm Deaf 
Mules. A number of societies 
share largely in our gratuitude to- 
day. Ihe ' (iirls' Guild of /.ion 
Church, Wappingers Palls ; the 
Ladies Benevolent Society 
Spaokenkill ; the Sunday School of 
the Holy Comforter Church, 
Poughkeepsie ; the (Girls' Friendly 
Society of St. Matthew's Church".

If you put your fingers into your 
ears after having learned to talk, 
then of course you don't need any

The act of Stop- 
ping your ears will not necessarily 
Cause you to have; an ungovernable 
temper; in fact, yon will discover

Signs arc much more 
rapid than spelling. In case you 
wanted to Spell the word " stupid," 
you would have to make a sepa- 
rate symbol for each of the six 
letters, while, as shown above, the 
sign for tin- word is made by a 
single motion. Very often it will 
be found, on inquiry, that the per 
son ri-fcricii to above hat learned 
the double hand alphabet, which is 
nearly as much of a curiosity to 
the d«-af nowadays as it is to the 
children of the public schools !
